ADOKESS TO FILIPINOS. 


The Coiumlmlon Proclaim* the latent 


ol'tbe Hailed States fcrovernmeut. 


Manila, April 4— In a proclamation 


by the United States Philippine com- 
missioners just promulgated the com- 
mission assures the people of the cor- 
dial good will of the United States and 
the American people; declare the aim 
and object of. the American govern- 
ment, aside from its solemn obligation 
towards the f&mily of nations by the 
acceptance of the sovereignty of the 
islands, is the well being, prosperity, 
happiness, elevation and advancement 
of the Philippine people; the supre- 
macy of the United States must and 
will be enforced 
throughout every 


part of the archipelago; the people will 
be granted the most ample liberty for 
self government reconcilable with the 
maintenance of a wise, just, stable and 
effective administration of affairs, com- 
patible with the sovereign and inter- 
national rights and obligations of the 
United States; the civil rights of -the 
people will be guaranteed and pro- 
tected; religious freedom assured, all 
persons will be equal in the eyes of 
the taw; honest and effective civil ser- 
vice will be guaranteed the people in 
which natives will be employed to the 
fullest extent practical; the collec- 
tion and application of taxes will be 
placed on a sound basis; public funds 
will be used only to defray proper ex- 
penses; local funds will be used lo- 
cally; construction of means of com- 
munication and transportation will be 
promoted, likewise a school system 
and reforms.

Tbe Wet Season- 


Washington, April 4 — The war de- 


partment officials look upon the ap- 
proach of wet season in the Philippines 
as likely to be important if not a de- 
cisive factor in determining the char- 
acter of the military movements dur- 
ing the next six months. This period 
of rains and storm is no new and un- 
tried danger, for the United States 
troops were in the trenches around 
Manila through much the worst part 
of the wet season last summer. Major 
Simpson, chief of the bureau of mili- 
tary inrormanon, then on the staff of 
General Greene, learned from experi- 


; ence how far this wet 
season 
af- 


fected the health and comfort of the 
men and retarded military operations. 


Didn't Increase Sicfe Hate. 


"Generally speaking," he says, "men 


were up to their knees in mud and 
water during July and August when 
our trenches were drawn 
around 


Manila, but while this was a great 
personal inconvenience 
it did not 


cauae any material increase in the sick 
rate. About the worst of the condi- 


,' tions was that the stretch of quag- 


mire made it next to impossible to ex- 
ecute military movements on a large 
scale. The wet season does not begin 
as a rule, until June, so it is about two 
months 
before its effects 
will be 


severely felt. 


Condition of 8o*k< 


"The present months of April and 


May generally come under the head of 
the hot season, which just precedes the 
drenching rains beginning in June. The 
hottest weather is in May. although 
the thermometer never goes above 109 
degrees. Gradually this merges into 
heavy rains and violent storms in 
June, the wet season lasting for six 
months. The season does not come on 
abruptly, but is gradual in its transi- 
tion until everything It in condition 
of soak."

Telephone Clerk Makes $73,OOO In 


Stocks. 


Daniel S. Peters, a telephone boy on 


tho New York Stock Exchange, has 
multiplied nothing and nerve so suc- 
cessfully that he is worth $75,000. 
Stock speculation was his method of 
making a fortune, although he contin- 
ues to answer telephone calls on the 
floor of the Exchange for a weekly sal- 
ary of $12 or $15. 


Peters the other day said he difl not 


know exactly how much money he bad 
made, as he was still in the market and 
bad cleaned up about $6,000 in the 
day's trade. He said he was consider- 
ing the idea of buying a Stock Ex- 
change seat, but had not made up his 
mind. The memberships recently were 
quoted at $34,000 bid and $35,500 asked. 


Grandfather's money helped to make 


the telephone boy wealthy. He had been 
a member of Troop C and had served 
in Porto Rico. When he returned, a 
newspaper man told him that Brooklyn 
lapid transit stock would advance. 
Peters thought of the tip, which hau 
been printed in every newspaper since 
the stock began to advance from 20 to 
186%, the highest price the other day. 
He told "grandpa," who lives in Staten 
Island, and succeeded in borrowing 
$2,000, with which he purchased 100 
shares of stock. 


Since that deal he has been in and 


'out of the market many times, coming 
out each time with a little more money 
—but is playing yet. Peters is only 24 
years old, but he has been in the street 
for 14 years. He has been married one 
year. His home is in Brooklyn,—New 
York Press.

Hundreds of thousands of artificial 


teeth are manufactured and sold every 
year. What becomes of them? It is like 
asking what becomes of pins and other 
things which are practically indestruc- 
tible. 


Before making a gness it is worth 


while to consider how artificial teeth 
are made. The story is told in Nan- 
tucket of a sea captain who was a great 
whistler until he lost one of his front 
tfeth by accidental contact with a be 
laying pin. For home time he bemoaned 
hi& lost accomplishment, until he found 
that ho could whistle very well with an 
artiiicial tooth whittled out of a piece 
of wood. When a performance was de- 
aired, he woniu calmly carve out an in- 
cisor and put it in position 
Then the 


audience would wait until the tooth 
was swelled by the moisture of hia 
mouth so that it would not slip out. 


When plates were discovered and the 


expert dentist was able to supply a 
whole mouthful of new tct th, the teeth 
themselves were carved out of ivory. 
But constant grinding would wear away 
the ivory, and these elephant teeth 
were not satisfactory. 


Today all artificial teeth are made of 


porcelain, and> will outlast -a Methu- 
selah. Those which are known in the 
trade as "stcre teeth," bpicg carried ia 
stock by the big dental supply houses, 
are manufactured in enormous quanti- 
ties. 


The porcelain material, which con- 


tains various mineral proportions, is 
worked up like a sort of dough or plas- 
ter, forced into molds and fused by in- 
tense heat in a furnace. Each tooth is 
covered with enamel and has one or 
more metal pins in the back to bold it 
to the plate. 
* 


In large lots these teeth can be made 


very cheaply, bnt there is one item of 
expense that cannot be overcome, and 
that is the cost of the metal holding the 
pin. Tho only motal which will stand 
the intense heat of the porcelain fur- 
nace is platinum, and that costs at the 
rate of a cent' a pin simply for the raw 
material. A great deal of money haa 
been spent in experiments to discover 
some substitute for platinum, but noth- 
ing has yet been found. 


While a cheap grade of "store teeth" 


can be bought for a few cents apiece, 
they are not nearly as satisfactory as 
tho standard commercial article which 
is used by most dentists. A big supply 
company will carry hundreds of, samples 
of teeth, all of standard qualities, bnt 
differing greatly in size, shape and col- 
or. In color alone from 25 to 100 varia- 
tions may be presented. 


But as there are people who are not 


satisfied with ready made clothing so 
there are people who are not satisfied 
with ready made teeth. False teeth 
may look just as well or better than 
real ones, but public speakers, singers 
and other prominent people want their 
own teeth reproduced in all their pecul- 
iarities of form nnd color and fillings, 
if they have them. They want teeth 
that cannot be told as false, and they 
get them, not all at once perhaps, but 
one by one, as the originals give out. 


In teeth that are made to older noth- 


ing is impossible, from the short, white 
teeth of normal youth to the long, dis- 
colored ones of extreme age, and the 
prices range like those of watches. 


The teeth are set in plates of rubber, 


gold and aluminium, but the highest 
achievement is considered to be a plat- 
inum plate, upon which has been fused 
a lining of tinted porcelain similar to 
that used for guru work. Tinted plates 
have been made of the same material 
as the teeth, but as the porcelain shrinks 
in the firing the fitting of such plates 
is uncertain. 


And EOW for the answer to the ques- 


tion. "What becomes of false teeth V 
Sometimes they are lost, sometimes 
stolen and sometimes left as a family 
legacy. Generally, however, they are 
buried with the owner and lie forever 
hidden in'the ground. 


It is occasionally suggested that there 


is quite a business in secondhand false 
teeth, bat if there is such a traffic it is 
not of large proportions. Secondhand 
teeth are valuable only for the platinum 
wire that they contain, and when they 
fall into the hands of regular teuth 
makers they are aoiushcol up to get the 
platinum out. 


Not long ago a man who found a 


double set of teeth went with them to 
a dealer, thinking that he had a prize. 
The finder was surprised when the deal- 
er refused to make an offer and said 
that 10 cents a feet was all they were 
worth to any one but the person whose 
aionth they fitted.

and to draft a plan for American gov- 
ernment and reform. His investigations 
are finished and his data collected. He 
expects to have his formal report to the 
president ready for publication in the 
course c^' a few weeks. His investiga- 
tions hive covered a period of several 
months. He first limited his inquiries 
to a general investigation, bnt after re- 
turning to the United Stares in January 
and having a conference with the presi- 
dent he returned to go iato the matter 
in detail. 


He found the system of local govern- 


ment to be radically different from any- 
thing we have at home. Under Spanish 
rule, and still, the island is divided into 
what would be termed in English mu- 
nicipal districts. Some of thtL. ara very 
small and others very extensive. In 
each of these is a city, large or small. 
This has a governor or mayor and a 
council, and the country districts lying 
about it are governed from the city. 
He found the possibilities of abuse of 
power and taxation under this system 
very great. 


He traveled all through the island on 


his investigations. His plan was to 
send notice ahead asking the mayor, 
council, merchants, lawyers, manufac- 
turers—what few there are—and the 
farmers to meet him. He fixed some 
convenient point and an hour for the 
meeting. The plan adopted was for a 
free discussion between all without re- 
gard to office or following. In all, 70 
such meetings were held. Tiiese meet- 
ings were entirely independent and 
separate from the general meetings 
held in the larger towns to hear expres- 
sions of opinion as to general matters. 
During his progress he met many farm- 
ers and talked with them independently 
of the conferences. He found they rec- 
ognized they were taxed to pay for 
many things which they did not get. 
In talking with the residents he ex- 
plained to them the county and town- 
ship plan in use in the United States, 
and the residents took to the idea and 
commented most favorably upon it. 


He found the people very desirous to 


have the era of military rule as short 
as possible, although they know it is 
better than the conditions which exist- 
ed under Spanish officials. They had no 
fault to find with the military govern- 
ment as now administered, but were 
very anxious to adopt American insti- 
tutions and to be on a similar standing 
with the rest of the country. The gen- 
eral idea seemed to be in favor of a ter- 
ritorial form of government with Amer- 
ican officials. 
Leading Porto Ricans 


were positive that after a few years 
there would be no longer any need of 
appointed officials and that after the 
people had been taught they would fol- 
low their instructions. 


There was also a pretty general de- 


sire for the adoption of the English lan- 
guage and aho to have it taught in the 
schools. Many Porto Ricans desired the 
English language taught exclusively by 
the schools, but Dr. Carroll thinks it 
would be a mistake to begin the plan 
at tho present time- The best plan. Dr. 
Carroll thinks, is to teach both lan- 
guages. 


The island labors under one disad- 


vantage, because it is practically a 
country without manufactories. These, 
Dr. Carroll thinks,- could be established 
with profit and with great benefit to the 
island and its people by dividing the 
sources of revenue. As it is the people 
have to rely solely upon their labors in 
the field. 


Three reforms have been instituted 


tinder American rule which will help 
matters greatly. The first is the rule 
promulgated by General Henry relative 
to mortgages. The mortgages were held 
entirely by Spaniards.- They might be 
foreclosed practically without notice or 
procedure. The year's grace allowed 
•under General Henry''S order protects a 
great many from losing their property 
by confiscation. Many mortgage holders 
were inclined to foreclose at this time, 
desiring to obtain land which they be- 
lieve will enhance in value greatly 
within a short time under the changed 
conditions. 
i 


The second reform was relative to 


marriages. Under Spanish rule a mar- 
riage was something difficult of attain- 
ing. 
Under American rule they have 


been made as free as in the home coun- 
try under proper conditions. 
The 


lengthy examination 
needed nnder 


Spanish rule is abolished. The provision 
that the consent of parents must be ob- 
tained, no matter how well fitted for j 
marriage otherwise a couple might be, 
has been abolished. The even more pe- 
culiar rule that the consent of living 
grandparents must be obtained was also 
stricken out 


The third reform that has been in- 


augurated is in relation to cemeteries. 
In the past these have been nnder the 
absolute control of the Catholic pi tests, 
and burial could be refused by them. 
The new rnle establishes other ceme- 
teries than those controlled by the 
priests and placing both nnder the sani- 
tary direction of the civil authorities,

"I consider the voyage of the Crook 


unique in history. Here is a holy er- 
rand. It is the tirst time in the history 
of warfare, so far as I can recall, when 
n government has sent to foreign battle- 
fields for it<3 dead. Think of Napoleon 
sending for the bodies of his slain! Na» 
poleou's body was returned to France, 
bnt not the body of a soldier falling 
victim to his fatal marches. 


"Of the Ofef bodies on board I was 


told that all were identified with the 
exception of 100. Seme of the bodies 
wore identified by their teeth and moro 
by their uniforms, I was informed. 
Thero would be ona or two names on a 
rude headstone, never more than three 
names, bnt when they came to dig into 
the ground thry would find five or six 
bodies. Mostly from the rtide graves 
and trenches between San Juan and E» 
Caney came tho freight of the deadship. 
Bight back of General Shafter's head- 
quarters, I was told, 65 bodies were un- 
earthed, and of theae only two were 
identified. 


"It was so rough in the bay that 


after we anchored I was advised against 
trying to board the government tug. I 
was determinsd to see Mrs. Field as 
soon as possible, however, though I 
found the sea ladder scraping against 
the rusty plates of the rocking chip, a 
precarious means for reaching the deck 
of the unsteady 
tug."—New York

The current issue of The Electrical 


Review of JTew York contains the first

SATS IT WILL BE FAMOUS FOE AGES 


Firing Farlot» «nd Deadly ana 
Bod- 


lea of Native* no Thick •• to Be 
L'led' Par HreaHtvcorka — Surgeon*

The following extracts are fnrnished 


from a report just received-by the Red 
Cross at Washington from F. A. Blake 
of California, in charge of the Red 
Cross work at Manila. The report is 
dated Feb. 15. It says: 


"Just one week ago today did the 


fighting actually commence, and the 
last week has brought about changes 
little dreamed of. The insurgents have 
been pushed back on all sides until our 
circle and outposts have advanced in 
eome directions as much as 12 miles. 
Onr boys fought like tigers and made 
such a name for themselves for bravery, 
endurance and strict discipline as will 
bo handed down to posterity for ages 
to come. With tho 83 wounded last 
night at Malabay, it makes our total 
dead and wounded up to date a trifle 
under 200. 


"I never saw such execution in my 


life and hope never to see sn.-h sights 
asraet me on all sides as our little corps 
passed over the field, dressing wonnda 
—legs and arras nearly demolished, to- 
tal decapitation, horrible wounds in 
chest and abdomen, showing the de- 
termination of our soldiers to kill every 
native in sight. 


"The 
Filipinos did stand their 


ground heroically, contesting every 
inch, bat proved themselves tinable to 
stand the deadly fire of our well trained 
and eager boys in blue. I counted 79 
dead natives in one small field and learn 
that on the other side of the river their 
bodies were stacked tip for breastworks. 
The blockhouses filled with natives were 
stubbornly held and only taken after a 
bayonet charge. Here is where we had 
so many wounded. You see, they seek 
shelter behind the densely wooded lo- 
calities, while we innst advance in the 
open and many times only gness at 
their location. 


"I witnessed many daring deeds of 


individual soldiers and officers absolute- 
ly defying death under a perfect shower 
of bullets. This kind of fighting and 
pushing forward has completely para- 
lyzed the natives, as the Spanish wonld 
simply makes a short sortie and return 
for a siesta and smoke and wait for an- 
other week or month and repeat. A 
Spanish officer surveying the field made 
the remark that the Americans had no 
etiqnette in warfare, not allowing the 
troops to stop for a week after an at- 
tack. This rush is putting the fear of 
God in the natives, and I think when 
Agninaldo's headquarters are attacked 
they will cry enough and surrender. 


"The firing commenced at abont 8 


o'clock last Saturday night, and from ' 
the rapid move and the volleying we all 
knew the spell was at last broken, i 
After a four hours' wait the firing 
ceased with us, and the attack veered j 
to our left flank, so at half past 1 a. m. I 
we returned five miles on foot to supply i 
certain drugs badly needed. We pro- j 
pared for the day attack, converting;

"Onr surgeon, Dr. Young -of Utah, 


while actually dressing a wounded man [ 
on the field was entrapped and his j 
throat cut from ear to ear, hia fingers 
cnt off and otherwise most cruelly 
slaughtered, showing the treachery of 
the native and his ntter disregard for 
Red Cross attaches. I gave iny arm 
badge to a snrgeon and trusted to Inck. 


"The girls—nurses—God bless them! 


•worked like beavers and won merited 
praise from their individual surgeons 
and general thanks from Major Crosby. 
They worked up to J and 2 every morn- 
ing, with a sea of blood in the operat- 
ing room, ainid most sickening sights, 
that would make many a man wince; 
then, after operations, dressed wounds, 
and all without a word aa to being 
tired."—New York Hearld.

The circulation of 
her capital is more swift and extensive 
and she is bearing a prominent part in 
the financial operations that are mak- 
ing an epoch in the country's history. 
In her manufacturing centres prosper- 
ity is dawning. In some divisions the 
wave of prosperous commerce has been 
for some time sustained and is bearing 
fruit in the increased receipts from 
products, in the advanced wages of 
operatives and m the augmented re- 
turns made to stockholders.

trades. Added to the increased con- 
sumption at home, outlet abroad in 
unprecedented volume has been found 
for these goods and their rapidly ad- 
vancing prices with unusual distribu- 
tion, have borne witness to one of for- 
tune's happy reversals. The wool man- 
ufacture, also, is slowly but surely dis- 
entangling itself from the mesh woven 
by undue haste in production and un- 
warrantable Importation and specula- 
tion, and is giving encouraging assur- 
ance of early righting itself in a man- 
ner similar to that instituted by the 
cotton industry. The leather manufac- 
turing industry too is making rapid 
and unchecked progress toward a con- 
dition that will witness all of its various 
divisions In prosperous activity. In this 
latter market the position of the shoe 
manufacturer has for some time been 
one bearing adverse conditions. Hides 
for a twelve month have been main- 
tained on a level above the party of 
leather, while the latter has advanced 
In price beyond the comparative plane 
of the manufactured goods. Moreover, 
competition in production and selling 
has rarely been of keener effect than 
in the shoe market, and the heroic 
measures recently inaugurated com- 
mend themselves as the readiest means 
tot accomplishing the satisfactory re- 
sult that is now being clearly presaged. 
"With her three great Industries in full 
and successful operation, New England 
will again stand among the foremost 
section of the country and in place of 
depleted and exhausted land she will 
regain much of her lustre in national 
commerce that was once without pter.

"Our volunteers in the Spanish war 


do not appear to be frightened by a 
recollection of embalmed beef, bad ra- 
tions, or the hardships of the wet 
trenches. The work of recruiting the 
army up to the full force of 65,000 men 
allowed by the new law Is nearly com- 
pleted already, and most of the recruits 
are from the volunteer regiments, who 
seek to re-enlist, and express a pref- 
erence for service in the Philippines, 
where some fighting is going on. About 
23,000 men are being recruited, and it 
looks as if this entire number would 
be mustered in by the middle of April. 
On the whole, the life of the American 
soldier is as cheerful as that of any 
other in the world, and his pay is cer- 
tainly a great deal better than that of 
any other."—Leslie's Weekly. 


"Had the idea that Great Britain 


was formed by nature to be the work- 
shop of the world, which once pre- 
vailed, and which found expression In 
tne earlier editions of the 'Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica,' proved sound, there 
would be no problem-of the future of 
English trade. But the assumption has 
since been shown to be false; and the 
more rational opinion, based on facts, 
now prevails, and there are many peo- 
ples as capable as the English, and 
many lands, 
with far greater re- 


sources, whose inhabitants are able 
to supply their own needs, and ready 
to struggle for an opportunity to fur- 
nish less enterprising populations with 
the relatively few things which they 
require, but have not the energy :>r 
the ability to produce for themselves. 


"Artificial methods have succeeded 


in this country in developing its re- 
sources enormously; 
and these re- 


sults have been accomplished largely 
through the aid of the capital of the 
people whose economists have been dil- 
igently teaching that 
manufactures 


and commerce cannot be stimulated 
by state aid. That the capital loaned 
us by Englishmen greatly facilitated 
lie development of manufactures in 
the United States, and assisted In 
building up industries whose colossal 
proportions alarm the British, is quite 
certain; and that they have reason to 
regard 
with 
apprehension—perhaps 


w'th a stronger sentiment—the out- 
come of their efforts to obtain profit 
at our expense seems almost indispu- 
able. . . . The United States en- 
joys advantages in the production of 
iion which are unapproached in Great 
Britain, but which happen to be at 
on<:e vital and fundamental. These ad- 
vantages consist In tremendous bodies 
of rre, easily accessible, and carrying 
a higher percentage of iron than the 
fct-st English ores. The Carnegie com- 
pany alone produces nearly 2,000,000 
tons of pig-iron per annum, which ;s 
almost as much as the total output of 
Germany, France and Belgium thirty 
years ago, and more thans the total 
iron output of the United States up 
to the year 1872. The same works pro- 
duce annually about 1,000,000 tons of 
Eesspmer steel ingots and 650,000 tons 
of rails,-—figures which exceed the an- 
nual output of all the works in Great 
Britain up to 1880,—and the same firm 
has lately made arrangements to pro- 
duce at Homestead about 1,000,000 tons

Boston, April 4.—The senate yesterday 


voted to reconsider the rejection of the 
bills to pay money to the Bogan, Cadigan 
and McDonnald families. In the debate 
on the Bogan bill Senator Chamberlain 
mentioned Alderman Presho of Boston, 
and charged him witft active lobbying m 
favor of the measure. Alderman Presho 
says he uill take up the charge before 
the board of aldermen. 


The house met at 1 o'clock and will con- 


tinue to do so until next week, when 
morning sessions will be held. The 
house passed the following bills; Au- 
thorizing the town of Grafton to Incur 
indebtedness on account of school pur- 
poses outside of the debt limit; permit- 
ting Wakham to build drains and water 
courses. The adverse'report of the com- 
mittee against allowing the school com- 
mittee of Lawrence to select sites for 
schoolhouses was negative and the bill 
substituted. The house engaged in a 
long debate on the bill which provides 
for replacing electric car tracks on Tr«- 
mont street, Boston. 


The committee on cities reported a 


bill allowing the city of Everett to bor- 
row ?50,000 outside of the debt limit for 
school purposes, the committee on mili- 
tary affairs reported a bill providing for 
state aid between June 1 of the present 
year and January, 1905, for Massachu- 
setts soldiers who served in the Spanish 
war. 


Leave to withdraw was reported on the 


petition of Mayor Quincy for legislation 
to reorganize the institutions registra- 
tion department of the city of Boston. 
A resolve authorizing the distribution of 
200 copies of "Massachusetts in the Army 
and Navy" was reported from the com- 
mittee on printing. 


There was another discussion of the 


civil service repeal by the public service 
committee, and it was virtually decided 
that the committee will now bend its 
energies to securing the correction of 
certain defects in -the civil service law 
rather than its repeal. They will con- 
sider the question further. 


»enrch Ended. 


New York, Apqi 4.—The work of 


searching the ruins of the Windsor hotel 
ended at 1 o'clock yesterday. The con- 
tractor said that every bit of the debris 
had been turned over, and that all parts 
of the rums had 
been ransacked for 


bones and property. He thinks there is 
no human remnant left in the ruins. 
The total of the known dead now num- 
bers 45, and several persons are still 
missing.

Marblehead, Mass., April 4.—The at- 


tempts to pull off the steamer Norseman 
yesterday did not succeed, although at 
flood tide the vessel was afloat at bow 
and stern, and acted as if she %iag pivot- 
ed on a rock amidships.

She will 
probably have to be beached here, as the 
risk is too great to tow her to Boston.

PEOPLE ARE DRILLING, 


Macedonia Declared to Be Virtually 


In a State of Siege. 


Turkey's Promised Reforms 


Failed to Materialize. 


Bulgaria and Russia Thought i« Be Back ol 


Threatened Revolution.

London, April 4.—Tho Pall Mall Ga- 


zette's 
correspondent in Macedonia 


writes an interesting story concerning 
the present condition in the Balkans 
In connection with the collision between 
Bulgarian and Turkish frontier guards 
at Kozyl-Agob, between Jamboli and 
Adrianople, an important strategic point 
for Turkey if she desired to pour troopa 
Into Bulgaria, as it is the railroad sta- 
tion neaiest to tno TurKish frontier in 
Bulgarian tointoiv, he says; 


•'Grave coiibtqutnces cannot be de- 


ferred much io; s-' 
The whole province 


IB armed, and :n<' 'cis are rapidly drift- 
ing into open ie\ uk'tion. The people ara 
drilling for the- turning struggle, the 
country is vit tually in a state of siege, 
Turkish troops have been pouring into 
most of the disturbed districts and con- 
centrating, and reinforcements are ar- 
riving daily 
Detachments guard the 


Oriental :ail-way from Salonioa to th« 
Servian border and the garrison towns 
are packed with soldiers. 


"There is a widespread impression 


throughout the land that momentc-us 
events are impending. There is a gen- 
eral feeling of unrest everywhere, trade 
is at an absolute standstill and the Ot- 
tomans are preparing in grim, deadly 
earnest, because they are convinced that 
Bulgaria is at the bottom of the troubles 
in Macedonia and will certainly actively 
support the expected rising, encouraged 
by Russian influence. It is estimated 
that 100,000 men are under arms, ready 
for action in the immediate repression 
of the coming rebellion." 


The attention of the world has been 


attracted so strongly to affairs m the 
Soudan and the Orient for so many 
monthsj>ast Uttle attention has been paid 
to tne Balkan situation—always a men- 
ace to the peace of Europe, And yet in 
Macedonia are all the indications of a. 
conflict, and the clash between the Turk- 
ish and Bulgarian outposts does not tend 
to lessen the danger. Th« present crisis 
in Balkan affairs grows out of a con- 
troversy begun a few months before th« 
outbreak of the Greco-Turkish war two 
yeais ago. At that time the Bulgarian 
premier, M. Stoiloff, submitted to Turkey 
a program of reforms for the Macedo 
mans. Following his usual custom, the 
sultan appointed a commission to stud* 
the question of administrative reforms 
thus delaying "the entire question. I« 
April, 1897, however, a reform progran 
was approved by the sultan. The agri« 
cultunst* were relieved of the income 
tax and required to pay only tithes ol 
their produce. 


The concessions fell short of the de- 


mands of the Macedonians and were re- 
jected. The Greeks then interfered «i 
Macedonia and set up a revolutionary 
committee at Larissa, The upshot was 
an uprising m Macedonia, quickly 
quelled by Turkish troops. During the 
progress of the Greco-Turkish war Bul- 
garia sought to take ait undue advan- 
tage by again 
pressing Macedonian 


claims upon the sultan. Bands of Bul- 
garian troops crossed the Macedonian 
frontier and simultaneously the Bul- 
garian agent at Constantinople threat- 
ened the sultan with the mobilization of 
the Bulgarian army unless berettas for 
five Bulgarian bishops in Macedonia 
were granted. The sultan promised but 
temporized. Russia 
promptly 
inter- 


ferfjlfcby preventing the Bulgarians from 
carrying out their threats of war. Af tet 
the conclusion of the Greco-Turkish war 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria paid the 
sultan an official visit and received satis- 
factory assurances regarding the Mace- 
donian reforms 
demanded. But it is 


easier to exact a promise from the sultan 
than to secure its fulfillment. The prom- 
ised reforms have not yet been grantee 
to the Macedonians. 


The present crisis began with the 


dawn of the present year. 
The Mace- 


donian committee sitting at Sofia on 
Jan. 21 presented a note to the porte 
demanding autonomy for Macedonia, a 
Christian governor appointed for five 
years, a legislative assembly elected by 
universal suffrage and a local tMlitia. 
The sultan promptly notified Ai stria 
and Russia of the Macedonian demands 
and also made representations to the 
Bulgarian government. Russia, in a 
note dated Jan. 23, informed the powers 
she was not disposed to make repre- 
sentations to Turkey in favor of reforms, 
ag such a step might encourage the 
Macedonian agitation and give rise to 
trouble. 
On the same date Russia sent 


to Odessa orders that nine cruisers and 
two torpedo boats be kept ready for Im- 
mediate service in view of expected 
trouble in Macedonia. 


Turkey has been preparing for hos- 


tilities this spring. 
On Jan. IS Riza 


Pacha was removed from his position 
as vali of Salonica and sent to Germany 
to purchase quick-firing guns, with 
which to arm 27 batteries of artillery, to 
be attached to the three army corps at 
Constantinople, Adrianople and Salon- 
ica. 
The necessary orders for 
the 


equipment of 12 new regiments of cavalry 
were also issued. 
Ammtinitioa for the 


two Howitzer regiments in the Second 
and Third army corps was purchased, 
and several thousand magazine carbines 
woie ordered for the cavalry. 
Thirty 


thousand rounds of shrapnel shells were 
ordered from Krupp.

There will be launched at Bath, Me., 


about Jnne 1 a naval vessel wholly de- 
pendent upon sail power for propulsion, 
designed and built especially for tha 
purpose of training the young officers of 
the navy in those essentials of seaman- 
ship which are in danger of becoming 
lost arts in these days of steam, says 
the St Lonia Globe-Democrat's Wash- 
ington correspondent. 
The vessel has 


been named tbe Chesapeake, after the 
bay of that name, near which, at An- 
napolis, on the Severn river, the United 
States Naval academy is located. 


Rear Admiral Hichborn, the chief 


constructor of the navy, whose early ex- 
perience in the service was confined to 
sailing ships and who made voyages 
around Cape Horn before steam vessels 
came into use, has directed bis best ef- 
forts to tbe design of the Chesapeake 
and believes she will be the finest craft 
of ber kind afloat. He bas put into her, 
be saya, as much study as was ever 
spent upon the most complicated of 
modern battleships, and he is confident 
that in a fair breeze she will attain a 
speed eqnal to that of the gunboats of 
her size. In her clean lines she has all 
the characteristics of a yacht rather 
than of an ordinary merchantman or 
steam driven cruiser, and her accom- 
modations are surpassed by no vessel in 
the new nary. 


The veteran superintendent of the 


Naval 
academy, 
Admiral McNair, 


thinks that when the Chesapeake is 
commissioned for her new duty the 
naval service will secure the greatest 
acquisition for training in its history, 
and the only regret that is beard on any 
side is that the vessel cannot be finished 
in time for tbe annual practice cruise 
this year, according to contract, on ac- 
count of the unfortunate delays that 
have occurred in her construction. 


Arrangements are being made by the 


war department for tbe construction of 
a refrigerating plant at Manila, says 
the correspondent of the Chicago Trib- 
une Tbe plant will be capable of keep- 
ing between 1,000 and 2,000 tons of re- 
frigerated or frozen beef and an eqnal 
amount of eggs, poultry and other arti- 
cles of food which should be kept on 
ice. Some time ago bids were sought 
for the construction of this plant, but 
as they were so badly mixed nothing 
conld be made of them, and the build- 
ing of tbe plant was postponed. At 
present all the meat and most of tbe 
rations furnished the army at Manila 
is being sent from Australia. It is nec- 
essary to keep these supplies on board 
the ships until they are used, and as 
demurrage is charged as long as the 
vessels are in port it has been an ex- 
pensive undertaking. The new plant 
will cost about $150,000 and will be 
erected in tbe near future. 


The supervising general of the ma- 


rine hospital service, according to the 
Chicago Record's Washington 
corre- 


spondent, is actively co-operating with 
the military authorities to protect the 
United States from the infectious dis- 
eases of Cuba- Within a few weeks 
all military communication will be con- 
ducted from New York instead of 
Tampa and Savannah. New and strin- 
gent rules for the sanitary inspection 
of passengers and freight will be adopt- j 
ed. A new disinfecting barge is now 1 
being constructed to be placed at Ha-1 
vana, in which the persons and tbe lug- 
gage of travelers will Jbe thoroughly ! 
fumigated before being allowed to go ; 
on a ship. The authorities do not ex- 
pect to be able to prevent tbe importa- 
tion of contagious diseases, but they 
propose to.do everything possible in 
that direction.

Gold Weather Trout Fishing. 


In view of the cold weather of the 


opening trout season 
the 
following 


from the Hartford Times.will interest 
local fishermen: 


It may interest some fishermen to 


know that they have been deceived by 
the old tradition that trout will not 
rise to a fly early in the season. Those 
who have tried for themselves know 
better. In one place which could be 
named, trout were raising freely on 
some of the warm days in February, 
and in spite of the cold, disagreeable 
veather last Saturday afternoon, ac- 
tual experience at a place within a 
few miles of Hartford showed that 
r!iiite as many fish could be taken with 
a fly as with bait. Two men fished to- 
gether, one using flies all the time, and 
the other flies part of the time and 
bait the remainder. Each made a lair 
catch of fish and the number and 
weight of the two catches were almost 
exactly the same. 
It may interest 


fly fishermen to know that the cast 
used consisted of a brown hackle, pro- 
fessor and scarlet ibis, and that while 
the ibis took most of the fish, both of 
the other flies proved effective.
